The  Woman’s  Hospital  was  established  on  May  4,  1855  in  a  building 
at  Madison  Ave.  and  29th  Street  1855-1867.

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WOMAN’S  HOSPITAL  AND  THE  COMMUNITY 


For  ninety-one  years  the  Woman’s  Hospital  in  the  State  of  New 
York  has  rendered  notable  service  to  women  by  extending  their  lives 
and  restoring  them  to  health  and  happiness. 

Since  its  founding,  nearly  650,000  women  have  passed  through 
the  doors  of  this  institution,  the  birthplace  of  modern  gynecology. 
Since  the  present  hospital  building  was  occupied  in  1906,  there  has 
been  an  increasing  number  of  patients  treated.  During  the  1935-46 
period,  the  annual  number  of  operations  performed  has  increased 
from  1,571  to  2,382,  and  the  annual  number  of  babies  born  in¬ 
creased  from  1,412  to  2,862.  During  this  time,  the  ward  service 
has  maintained  a  large  and  even  census,  increasing  from  3,062 
patients  in  1935  to  3,541  patients  in  1946.  The  increase  in  semi¬ 
private  and  private  patients  during  this  twelve  year  span  has  been 
remarkable,  showing  a  gradual  increment  from  1,941  private  and 
semi-private  patients  in  1935  to  4,843  patients  in  these  accommoda¬ 
tions  in  1946;  and  this  is  not  a  complete  picture,  for  rooms  are 
booked  for  obstetrical  and  gynecological  patients  far  in  advance. 

Advance  obstetrical  bookings  have  consistently  increased  during 
recent  years,  reaching  new  highs  during  1946,  when  they  averaged 
1,500.  The  demand  for  obstetrical  accommodations  is  so  great  that 
a  patient  must  make  a  definite  reservation  prior  to  six  months  of 
her  expected  date  of  delivery,  if  she  wishes  to  be  assured  of  a  bed. 
This  situation  continues  in  spite  of  a  reduction  in  hospital  stay  for 
most  maternity  patients  from  the  customary  ten  days  to  eight  days; 
a  factor  which  has  assisted  the  hospital  in  increasing  the  number 
of  patients  it  can  serve. 

The  ward  service  of  Woman’s  Hospital  has  been  an  important 
part  of  its  service  to  the  community,  being  primarily  for  women 
who  either  require  completely  free  care  or  who  are  able  to  pay  only 
part  of  the  cost  of  their  hospital  care.  The  policy  of  admitting  pa¬ 
tients  to  the  wards  will  continue  unchanged  in  the  future  and  it 
will  be  hospital  practice  to  furnish  the  best  care  available  to  ward 
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patients  who  are  unable  to  pay  the  full  cost  of  the  treatment  they 
receive. 

The  great  increase  in  private  and  semi-private  patients  treated  at 
Woman's  Hospital,  as  contrasted  to  the  rather  even  ward  service  of 
the  past  twelve  years,  is  a  reflection  of  the  times.  Some  of  the 
increase  is  the  result  of  higher  incomes,  but  the  greatest  proportion 
ovf  this  trend  is  a  result  of  the  improving  conditions  of  the  middle 
income  family.  It  has  frequently  been  said  that  the  poor  and  the 
rich  in  New  York  City  are  well  provided  with  hospital  facilities. 
The  large  middle  income  group  has  until  recently  found  the  cost  of 
medical  and  hospital  care  embarrassing. 

During  recent  years  many  women,  who  may  be  self-supporting 
business  women,  or  married  women  living  closely  on  a  limited  family 
budget,  have  found  support  through  membership  in  the  Associated 
Hospital  Service  Plan.  Whereas  a  few  years  ago  many  of  these 
patients  found  it  necessary  to  enter  the  hospital  as  a  free  or  part- 
pay  patient,  they  can  now,  because  of  the  plan  membership,  afford 
a  semi-private  or  an  inexpensive  private  accommodation.  Today, 
approximately  35%  of  the  total  population  of  New  York  City  have 
Plan  membership  and  45%  of  these  members  are  women.  The 
growth  of  this  plan  has  been  dramatic  in  recent  years  and  all  indi¬ 
cations  point  towards  an  increasing  membership. 

The  experience  of  Woman’s  Hospital  during  the  past  twelve 
years  is,  therefore,  not  a  transitory  one.  It  is  an  illustration  of  the 
trend  which  points  towards  the  type  of  care  which  will  be  rendered 
to  the  people  in  the  future. 

Although  the  present  hospital  building  has  served  the  community 
well  for  forty-one  years,  during  which  time  but  few  major  altera¬ 
tions  have  been  made,  the  Board  of  Governors  now  wish  to  modern¬ 
ize  as  well  as  to  expand.  New  delivery  and  operating  suites  are 
needed  to  conform  with  the  latest  standards  set  by  the  American 
College  of  Surgeons.  Hie  laboratory,  x-ray  department  and  dietary 
departments  require  renovation.  The  power  plan,  electrical  installa¬ 
tions,  plumbing  fixtures  and  steam  lines  must  be  renewed.  The

laundry  must  be  modernized  and  enlarged.  It  is  the  desire  of  the 
Board  of  Governors  of  Woman’s  Hospital  to  provide  a  hospital 
for  the  practice  of  obstetrics  and  gynecology  which  will  continue 
to  set  the  standard  for  these  specialties.

The  total  current  receipts  from  patients,  contributions  from  friends  of 
the  hospital,  grants  from  the  United  Hospital  Fund,  Greater  New  York 
Fund,  and  income  from  investments  amounted  to  $892,455.24.  The  total 
expenses  were  $947,763.34,  with  a  resultant  excess  of  current  expenses 
over  current  revenue  of  $57,309.10. 

In  April,  Mr.  Luke  Vincent  Lockwood  resigned  as  President  of  the 
Hospital.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Board  from  1922  and  was  elected 
President  in  1940.  He  gave  without  reserve  his  time  and  wisdom  to  the 
guidance  of  the  Hospital,  especially  vital  during  the  difficult  war  years. 
The  Board  is  indeed  grateful  for  the  service  he  has  rendered  to  the  Hos¬ 
pital.  As  a  slight  sign  of  our  appreciation,  he  has  been  elected  as  a  per¬ 
manent  honorary  member  of  the  Executive  Committee,  which  will  give 
us  an  opportunity  to  consult  with  him  from  time  to  time. 

During  the  past  year  the  Hospital  suffered  a  great  loss  in  the  deaths 
of  Mrs.  Robert  G.  Mead  and  Mrs.  Andrew  Carnegie. 

Mrs.  Mead  was  a  member  of  the  Board  from  1911  till  the  time  of  her 
death.  Her  unfailing  and  constant  service  and  advice  to  the  Hospital 
has  been  vital  to  its  welfare  and  development.  We  all  mourn  her  loss. 

Mrs.  Carnegie  was  a  member  of  the  Board  1922-27,  and  after  her  re¬ 
tirement,  she  served  on  the  Assistant  Board  until  the  day  of’  her  death. 
She  responded  immediately  to  all  calls  for  assistance  and  was  always 
deeply  interested  in  all  that  pertained  to  the  Hospital.  We  are  thankful 
for  her  valuable  aid  to  the  Hospital. 
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During  the  year,  Mrs.  Frank  L.  Polk,  member  of  the  Board  since 
1921  ;  Mrs.  George  W.  Martin,  member  of  the  Board  since  1935 ;  and 
Mr.  Livingston  Parsons,  member  of  the  Board  and  Treasurer  since  1940  ; 
felt  it  necessary  to  resign.  We  appreciate  all  that  they  did  for  the  Hos¬ 
pital,  and  we  hope  that  they  may  find  it  possible  to  rejoin  the  Board  at 
some  future  date. 

The  Board  elected  the  following  members :  Mr.  Richardson  Pratt, 
October  1946;  Mrs.  Robert  S.  Pirie,  January  1947;  Mr.  Henry  B. 
Guthrie,  March  1947 ;  Mr.  J.  Edward  Lumbard,  Jr.,  March  1947 ;  Mrs. 
George  E.  Snowden,  Jr.,  April  1947 ;  and  Mr.  Theodore  E.  Stebbins, 
April  1947. 

The  Board  gratefully  acknowledges  the  many  donations  and  legacies 
received  during  the  past  year,  which  were  absolutely  essential,  as  due  to 
rising  costs,  we  operated  at  a  heavy  deficit.  At  the  end  of  the  year  we 
learned  that  the  Thompson  legacy  of  approximately  $2,400,000  would 
come  to  us  in  1947.  The  entire  income  of  this  legacy  will  be  needed  to 
finance  the  increasing  costs  of  operation  of  the  Hospital.  We  shall  re¬ 
quire  additional  contributions  from  our  friends  to  balance  the  budget  and 
to  modernize  many  items  of  our  Hospital  equipment. 

We  wish  to  express  our  thanks  and  appreciation  for  the  splendid  work 
and  devotion  shown  during  the  past  year  by  our  Surgical  Staff,  the 
Director  of  the  Hospital,  the  Executive  Staff,  the  Nursing  Staff,  and  the 
employees  of  the  Hospital. 

The  Board  is  especially  appreciative  of  the  hours  spent  by  volunteers 
in  the  Hospital.  Their  aid  has  been  invaluable. 

F.  Huntington  Babcock,  President. 
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1946  marks  the  twenty-fifth  anniversary  of  the  Babies’  Alumni  of  the  Woman’s 
Hospital. 

Since  its  organization  in  1921,  the  Alumni  has  collected  a  total  of  $56,121.11 
through  dues  and  contributions,  and  used  it  exclusively  for  the  upkeep  of  our  ma¬ 
ternity  wards.  Aside  from  the  monetary  benefits  and  the  assistance  it  has  afforded 
to  poor  women  seeking  free  or  low  cost  maternity  service,  we  feel  that  the  good  will 
established  with  former  patients,  through  the  Babies’  Alumni,  has  been  of  inestima¬ 
ble  value  to  the  Hospital. 

Despite  the  fact  that  many  of  the  members  are  now  grown  and  living  away 
from  New  York,  they  seem  to  enjoy  this  annual  contact  with  the  Hospital,  through 
the  birthday  cards  which  we  send  them.  During  the  war  years,  dues  and  letters 
were  received  from  them  from  all  parts  of  the  world.  The  above  photograph  shows 
one  of  our  members  who  came  back  to  have  a  baby  of  her  own  enrolled  in  the 
Woman’s  Hospital.

The  increase  in  service  was  largely  due  to  a  reduction  in  the  length 
of  stay  of  patients  in  the  hospital,  permitting  a  greater  use  of  the  available 
beds.  Improved  booking  methods  also  contributed  to  the  increased  rate 
of  turnover.  All  hospital  departments  carried  a  heavier  load  as  a  direct 
result  of  this,  but  few  additional  personnel  were  employed  to  assist  in 
accomplishing  it.  I  wish  to  emphasize  the  spirit  of  co-operation  and  will¬ 
ingness  that  characterized  the  efforts  of  the  personnel  of  Woman’s  Hos¬ 
pital  during  this  year. 
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During  the  year,  increases  in  salary  were  extended  to  the  majority  of 
the  personnel.  The  increases  granted  in  the  nursing  department  were 
the  most  significant,  however,  and  were  largely  responsible  for  the  marked 
increase  in  the  overall  hospital  payroll.  Late  in  the  spring  of  1946,  all 
graduate  nurses  and  practical  nurses  were  granted  a  full  cash  salary 
with  the  privilege  of  deductions  for  various  forms  of  maintenance.  Pre¬ 
vious  to  this  time,  all  nurses  who  lived  away  from  the  hospital  were 
granted  $35.00  in  lieu  of  an  accommodation  in  the  nurses’  home,  and 
the  privilege  of  eating  all  their  meals  at  the  hospital.  Actually,  only  a 
few  of  these  nurses  ate  three  meals  a  day  in  the  nurses’  dining  room, 
so  they  rightfully  felt  that  part  of  their  salary  was  really  not  available  to 
them  in  its  full  value.  The  establishment  of  an  all  cash  salary'  rectified 
this  discrepancy.  Shortly  after  this  change,  a  reduction  in  the  length 
of  the  work  week  from  48  to  41^4  hours  was  effected,  resulting  in  a 
noticeable  improvement  in  morale  and  efficiency,  and  the  recruitment  of 
additional  nurses  who  were  drawn  to  this  hospital  because  of  its  nurse 
personnel  practices. 

It  gives  me  particular  pleasure  to  pay  tribute  to  the  nursing  staff  for 
their  willingness  and  tireless  efforts.  Full  credit  is  due  them  for  ren¬ 
dering  excellent  patient  care  in  spite  of  the  shortage  of  nurse  personnel 
which  prevailed  during  the  greatest  part  of  the  year. 

The  increased  expenses  over  1945  are  explained  by  the  tremendous 
increase  in  the  cost  of  supplies  for  the  hospital  and  the  increased  salaries 
paid  to  the  general  personnel.  Some  of  the  cost,  of  course,  is  ascribed 
to  the  increased  service  rendered  by  the  hospital ;  the  most  remarkable 
having  been  the  increase  of  561  births  in  1946  over  1945.  The  increase 
in  income  reflects  the  increased  rates  charged  for  patient  accommoda¬ 
tions,  plus  the  greater  volume  of  patients  served.

REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  SURGEON 


To  the  Board  of  Governors: 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen : 

I  have  the  honor  of  presenting  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Surgical  De¬ 
partment  for  the  year  1946. 

During  the  year,  2,212  patients  were  treated  on  the  ward  and  private 
gynecological  service. 

Two  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-two  ward  and  private  patients 
were  delivered. 


Two  thousand  three  hundred  and  eighty-two  patients  were  operated 
upon. 

One  hundred  and  twenty-three  patients  were  treated  with  radium, 
bringing  the  total  number  of  patients  treated  since  radium  was  made 
available  in  1919  to  4,849. 

Seven  thousand  two  hundred  and  thirty-four  patients  made  36,432 
visits  to  our  Out-Patient  Department  for  examinations  and  treatments. 

In  our  Pathological  Department,  54,060  clinical  and  surgical  patho¬ 
logical  examinations  were  made. 

Of  the  patients  referred  to  our  Roentgenological  Department,  1,369 
were  for  diagnosis  and  159  were  for  treatment.  In  the  department,  3,743 
diagnostic  and  therapeutic  procedures  were  carried  out. 

The  Staff  of  our  Anaesthesia  Department  administered  4,794  anaes¬ 
thetics  to  our  gynecological  and  obstetrical  patients. 

Through  the  personnel  in  charge  of  our  Special  Clinics,  many  Out- 
Patient  Department  and  ward  patients  have  had  the  benefit  of  expert 
advice  as  to  diagnosis  and  treatment.  Work  in  the  Special  Clinics  may 
be  summarized  as  follows :

One  hundred  and  seven  babies  were  brought  back  to  the  Pediatric 
Clinic  for  follow-up  examinations.  In  this  group  was  included  only 
babies  in  whom  unusual  physical  conditions  had  been  noted  after  birth 
or  babies  that  had  had  problems  as  to  feeding.  As  in  the  past,  obstetric 
patients  who  had  normal  infants,  were  encouraged  to  take  advantage  of 
the  pediatric  advice  provided  by  the  Department  of  Health  Baby  Clinics. 
Our  Pediatric  Staff  has  supervised  the  care  and  feeding  of  all  newborn 
infants  and  has  conducted  our  Pediatric  Follow-up  Clinics. 

Miss  Bernadette  Hanna,  Director  of  the  Record  Department,  deserves 
great  credit  for  her  efforts  to  keep  the  completion  and  filing  of  charts 
up  to  date.  During  the  year,  24,064  clinical  charts  and  abstracts  were 
consulted  for  data  regarding  patients  under  treatment  or  for  use  in  mak¬ 
ing  research  studies.  As  usual,  end  results  of  all  treatments  of  our  pa¬ 
tients  during  the  year  are  being  audited  by  Merwin  Davis. 
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Four  Follow-up  Clinics  are  conducted  every  week.  Members  of  the 
Attending  and  Resident  Staffs  in  charge  of  patients  who  are  treated, 
operated  upon  or  delivered  in  the  hospital  wards,  attend  these  clinics  to 
observe  the  results  of  their  work. 

During  1946,  1,908  patients  made  4,021  visits  to  our  Gynecologic 
Follow-up  Clinics  and  877  patients  who  had  been  delivered  made  1,343 
visits  to  our  Obstetric  Follow-up  Clinics. 

The  increased  wartime  demand  for  hospitalization  of  patients  has  not 
diminished.  Although  the  nursing  situation  has  improved  to  some  ex¬ 
tent,  the  continued  shortage  of  nurses  has  placed  unusual  demands  upon 
the  time  and  energy  of  Miss  Edna  Witham,  the  Director  of  Nurses,  and 
the  entire  personnel  of  our  Nursing  Department.  However,  through 
their  efforts  and  loyalty  essential  nursing  care  for  our  patients  has  been 
provided. 

Results  of  the  work  in  the  various  hospital  departments  are  reviewed 
at  Staff  Conferences  which  are  held  twice  per  month. 

During  the  past  year,  our  surgical  techniques  and  methods  of  treat¬ 
ment  were  demonstrated  at  clinics  conducted  for : 

The  American  Gynecological  Club  on  February  21,  1946. 

A  Joint  Meeting  of  the  Boston,  Philadelphia  and  New  York  Obstet¬ 
rical  Societies  on  April  9,  1946. 

The  Nineteenth  Graduate  Fortnight  of  the  New  York  Academy  of 
Medicine  on  October  11,  1946. 

All  of  these  clinics  were  well  attended  and  interest  shown  in  the  pro¬ 
grams  which  were  presented  was  very  gratifying. 

During  the  past  year  our  Surgical  Staff  has  conducted  examinations 
in  obstetrics  and  gynecology  on  three  occasions  for  candidates  attempt¬ 
ing  to  qualify  for  licenses  to  practice  medicine  with  the  National  Board 
of  Medical  Examiners.

INCUBATORS  IN  THE  TREMATURE  NURSERY 
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To  the:  Board  of  Governors: 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen : 

I  have  the  honor  to  present  the  following  report  of  the  Nursing  De¬ 
partment  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1946: 

During  the  past  year,  our  major  problems  seemed  to  revolve  around 
personnel  shortages  and  how  to  overcome  them.  We  found  ourselves 
in  the  very  unpleasant  predicament  of  being  in  more  or  less  competition 
with  other  hospitals  to  hold  the  nurses  we  had  and  to  attract  more 
nurses  to  us  to  fill  our  ranks.  That  our  nurse  turnover  was  high  last 
year  is  illustrated  by  the  fact  that  we  had  96  appointees  and  67  resigna¬ 
tions,  a  minority  of  whom  in  both  cases  were  part  time.  Part  time  em¬ 
ployees,  incidentally,  are  a  constant  factor.  While  our  budget  allow¬ 
ance  for  the  year  was  125  nurses,  all  nurse  positions  inclusive,  we  started 
the  year  with  only  86  and  completed  it  with  115,  a  gain  of  29. 

Measures  resorted  to  in  acquiring  nurses  were  improvement  of  per¬ 
sonnel  practices  and  simplifying  procedures,  work  routines  and  policies 
wherever  possible. 

I.  Personnel  Practices 
A.  Salaries. 

January  1st,  1946 — Increased  $5  for  all  general  duty  nurses. 

January  15th,  1946 — $5  bonus  for  afternoon  and  night  duly, 
dropped. 

January  15th,  1946 — Two  $5  increments  within  one  year  estab¬ 
lished  for  general  duty  nurses  (increases  to  be  based  on 
merit) . 

January  15th,  1946 — Assistant  Head  Nurses’  salary  adjusted 
from  $110  with  maintenance  to  $120  with  maintenance,  with 
one  $5  increment. 

June  1st,  1946 — $10  and  $5  bonuses  granted  (included  Prac¬ 
tical  and  Nursery  Nurses). 

June  15,  1946 — Nurses’  salaries  established  on  all  cash  basis 
(included  Practical  and  Nursery  Nurses).  Deductions  made 
as  follows  for  items  purchased  in  hospital — laundry  $5  ;  meals, 
all  $30;  Breakfast,  $6.50;  lunch  (noon  or  night),  $10;  din¬ 
ner,  $16.50.  (Room  rent  levels  had  been  previously  estab¬ 
lished).  Nurses  with  rooms  to  take  2  meals  in.  Individual 
meals  to  be  purchased  by  ticket ;  dinner,  65c,  breakfast,  35c. 

November,  1946 — -Resumption  of  $5  bonuses  for  afternoon  and 
night  duty  shifts. 

December,  1946 — Substantial  increases  for  all  nurses  effective 
January  1st,  1947  was  widely  publicized. 
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B.  Hours  of  Duty. 

May  14,  1946 — Full  clays  for  holidays  instead  of  half  days. 

June  5,  1946 — Authorization  for  nurses,  nursery  nurses,  practi¬ 
cal  nurses  and  nurses’  aides  to  work  unbroken  shifts  of  duty. 
Work  day,  8-4:  30  instead  of  7-3  :  30.  Afternoon  shift  3  :  30- 
12  instead  of  2:  30-11  ;  night  shift  12-8  instead  of  11-7,  wher¬ 
ever  possible. 

June  15,  1946 — Abolishment  of  practice  of  adding  ^4  hour  to  8 
hour  day  for  meals  occuring  within  regular  span  of  duty. 
Work  week  thereby  reduced  to  45  hours  for  nurses,  nursery 
nurses,  practical  nurses  and  nurses’  aides. 

July  29,  1946 — Establishment  of  41 hr.  (5jd  day)  week  for 
nurses,  practical  nurses  and  nursery  nurses. 

C.  Safeguarding  Nurses’  Health  and  Property. 

Basement  locker  rooms  (dark  and  poorly  ventilated)  trans¬ 
ferred  to  old  8th  floor  classroom.  Adequate  supply  of  morn¬ 
ing  nourishment,  crackers  and  milk,  served  free  in  designated 
ward  pantries  for  nursing  personnel  9 :  30-10 :  30  A.  M.  daily. 
New  equipment,  more  complete  records  kept  in  Health  Serv¬ 
ice  for  personnel.  Keys  for  all  doors  in  nurses’  home  made 
compulsory.  Establishment  July  1st  of  a  $2.00  breakage 
allowance  for  each  nurse  during  a  year’s  period.  Availability 
of  Infra  Red  lamp  to  nurses  with  sinusitis,  muscular  aches, 
etc. 

II.  Simplifying  Procedures,  Work  Routines  and  Policies  (samples 
listed ) 

A.  Procedures — substituting  laxatives  for  routine  daily  enemas  on 

private  and  semi  private  obstetrical  patients  wherever  possi- 
ple.  Simplification  of  bathing  and  other  technics  in  nurseries, 
with  approval  of  Board  of  Health.  Establishment  of  separate 
unit  for  premature  babies. 

B.  Work  Routines  and  Policies — increased  supplies  including  linen, 

silverware,  dishes,  bed  pans.  Discontinuance  of  unessential 
'  charting  on  graphic  sheets  of  charts.  Limiting  number  of 
private  patients’  visitors  and  changing  of  ward  obstetrical 
visiting  hours.  Patients  mark  mimeographed  menus  instead 
of  ordering  verbally  from  nurses.  Elimination  of  duplicated 
written  reports,  especially  clinic.  Quick  reference  material 
on  nursing  procedures,  drugs,  etc.,  provided  in  nurses’  new 
ward  libraries. 

In  the  attempt  to  further  simplify  and  standardize  ward  procedure, 
Supervisors  and  Head  Nurses  have  submitted  resumes  of  work  covered 
on  a  ward  or  service  in  a  24  hour  period.  Concerted  effort  will  be 
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directed  to  that  project  early  in  1947.  Ward  inventories  were  also 
taken,  covering  all  equipment.  Ward  and  service  administrative  policies 
and  others  were  examined  for  the  purpose  of  bringing  them  up  to  date 
and  to  be  placed  chronologically  in  a  loose  leaf  book  for  accessibility. 
This  work  begun  in  1946  will  continue  in  1947.  Submitting  efficiency 
and  personality  reports  on  each  employee  under  her  supervision  was 
resumed  November  1st  by  the  Supervisors. 

The  Y.  W.  C.  A.  Ballard  School  pupil  practical  nurse  affiliation  in 
obstetrical  nursing  was  terminated  by  us  on  April  30. 

A  three  month  course  in  operating  room  technique  was  offered  to  grad¬ 
uate  nurses  commencing  October  1st,  with  four  students.  Thanks  are 
due  Miss  Virginia  Turner,  Supervisor  of  the  Operating  Room  who  gave 
unstintingly  of  her  time  and  effort  to  create  an  educationally  sound  pro¬ 
gram.  In  connection  with  the  course,  Miss  Turner  did  some  research 
work  in  cooperation  with  the  Psychological  Corporation  and  graduate 
students  of  Fordham  University  for  measurement  of  practice  in  a  clinical 
field. 

On  May  1st,  the  pantry  maids  were  transferred  from  the  Housekeep¬ 
ing  Department  to  the  Nursing  Department. 

To  the  Board  of  Governors  and  the  Assistant  Board  goes  the  sincere 
appreciation  of  every  nurse  for  fair  consideration  and  treatment  in  rela¬ 
tion  to  personnel  practices,  in  general,  and  for  the  generosity  shown 
Miss  Lillian  Knox  on  her  retirement  after  twenty  four  years  of  service. 
We  thoroughly  enjoyed  the  teas  and  are  grateful  to  have  been  able  to 
participate  in  the  Bazaar  and  the  Woman’s  Hospital  Birthday  Party. 

On  behalf  of  the  Nursing  Department,  I  call  attention  to  our  indebted¬ 
ness  to1  Mrs.  Walbridge  Taft,  Chairman  of  the  Nursing  Committee,  for 
her  continued  interest  and  counsel  and  for  her  generous  response  to  our 
many  needs.  We  also  take  the  opportunity  to  thank  Mrs.  Taft  for  her 
gift  subscription  to  the  Trained  Nurse  and  Hospital  Review. 

My  thanks  to  Dr.  Klicka  and  Mr.  Gordon  for  sympathetic  under¬ 
standing  and  constructive  criticism  in  helping  us  to  meet  our  problems. 

I  am  pleased  to  express  our  appreciation  to  Dr.  Aldridge  and  his  staff 
for  the  cooperation  existing  with  the  Nursing  Department. 

Dr.  Latsey,  personnel  physician,  has  been  most  prompt  and  attentive 
to  illnesses  occurring  in  the  Nursing  Department.  For  this  we  are  most 
grateful. 

I  wish  to  commend  my  assistants,  the  permanent  nursing  staff  and 
others  in  the  Nursing  Department  on  the  sustained  quality  of  their 
work  in  spite  of  the  odds  encountered  in  overcoming  not  only  shortages 
in  help  but  help  of  an  inexperienced  and  inferior  calibre.

Ladies  and  Gentlemen : 

I  have  the  honor  of  presenting  the  report  of  the  Social  Service 
Department  for  the  year  1946: 

During  the  year,  the  work  of  the  department  was  carried  by  two  case 
workers  without  the  benefit  of  a  director.  One  worker  carried  the  Ob¬ 
stetrical  Department  and  the  other,  the  Surgical.  During  this  period 
one  of  the  workers  has  served  as  the  acting  director.  It  has  been  unfor¬ 
tunate  that  a  director  has  not  been  found  for  this  department,  as  the 
work  of  the  department  is  heavy  enough  to  warrant  the  efforts  of  three 
full-time  people  and  necessary  activities  such  as  the  attendance  of  Social 
Service  meetings  and  community  gatherings  have  been  omitted  because 
time  was  not  available  for  them.  We  wish  to  emphasize  the  help  that 
the  Visiting  Nurse  Service  of  New  York  has  rendered  us  during  this 
busy  year.  They  have  been  especially  helpful  in  making  follow-up  visits 
to  our  obstetrical  patients,  a  service  which  we  have  not  been  able  to 
render  ourselves.  Likewise,  their  visits  to  families  to  ascertain  the  abil¬ 
ity  of  these  families  to  care  for  premature  babies  has  helped  to  guide 
us  in  decisions  in  seeking  care  for  premature  births. 

Although  the  year  has  been  a  busy  year,  it  has  been  a  very  interesting- 
one.  The  following  statistics  will  illustrate  the  service  rendered  to  the 
patients  of  Woman’s  Hospital: 
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Total  Intake: 

Surgical  patients,  1,572.  Obstetrical  patients,  1,214. 

Interviews  with : 

Surgical  patients,  3,133.  Obsterical  patients,  3,275.  (Exclusive  of 
routine  daily  visits  to  ward  patients,  and  telephone  calls  between 


worker  and  patient  or  family.) 

Social  workers  visiting  our  department  in  the  interest  of  the 

patients  .  198 

Telephone  calls  with  inter-agency  workers  in  the  interest  of 

the  patients  .  1,983 

Patients  referred  to  convalescent  and  chronic  homes  .  70 

Patients  referred  to  other  Social  Agencies  .  630 


These  figures  do  not  include  our  contacts  in  the  hospital  with  Doctors, 
Nurses  and  other  hospital  personnel  in  helping  the  patient. 

We  are  greatly  indebted  to  the  many  outside  agencies  who  have  so 
willingly  cooperated  in  our  work  with  the  patients  including  the  Com¬ 
munity  Service  Society,  Children’s  Aid  Society,  especially  their  Visiting 
Housekeeper  Service,  Jewish  Social  Service,  Catholic  Charities,  Youth 
Consultation,  Department  of  Welfare  Children’s  Division  and  Home 
Relief  Departments,  Inwood  House,  Guild  of  the  Infant  Saviour,  Spence- 
Chapin  Adoption  Service,  Child  Adoption  Committee  of  the  Free  Syna¬ 
gogue,  New  York  Foundling  Hospital,  Burke  Foundation,  Society  of 
St.  Vincent  de  Paul  or  St.  Elizabeth's  Convalescent  Home,  Solomon 
and  Betty  Roeb  Convalescent  Home,  Kane  Pavilion,  House  of  Calvary, 
American  Cancer  Society  Field  Army,  Speedwell  Homes,  Visiting  Nurse 
Service. 

Through  the  generosity  of  individuals  and  with  the  continued  help  of 
the  Baird  Fund  and  the  Havens  Fund,  we  have  been  able  to  give  many 
patients  temporary  financial  help  until  they  were  able  to  be  fully  self- 
supporting,  or  their  need  became  so  great  that  we  were  obliged  to  refer 
them  to  an  agency  which  could  give  continued  financial  help.  We  also 
continued  our  practice  of  giving  Christmas  gifts  of  plants  or  money  to 
chronically  ill  patients,  especially  cancer  patients.  We  are  greatly  in¬ 
debted  to  Mrs.  William  R.  Grace  for  her  gift  of  100  layettes  which  we 
have  used  to  supplement  patients  inadequate  baby  equipment.  We  have 
received,  especially  from  private  patients,  gifts  of  bassinets,  children’s 
clothes  and  toys,  which  we  have  given  to  patients  with  special  needs 
because  of  large  families  or  small  incomes. 

We  have  had  the  following  changes  in  personnel:  Mrs.  Janet  Hague, 
who  had  served  the  department  from  January  1943  to  June  1946  as  a 
case  worker  and  as  acting  director,  resigned  in  August  1946  after  a  leave 
of  absence  of  three  months.  She  was  replaced  as  a  case  worker,  by 
Mrs.  Pauline  Mulholland. 

May  we  express  our  thanks  to  the  doctors,  nurses  and  all  the  depart¬ 
ments  of  the  hospital  for  their  cooperation  and  willingness  to  help  us 
at  all  times  in  the  interest  of  the  patients.  We  are  especially  grateful  to 
Dr.  Klicka  and  the  Social  Service  Committee  for  their  support  of,  and 
faith  in,  the  work  we  are  trying  to  accomplish.
